A SATISFACTORY YEAR 
GROWING DEMANDS OF TAXATION 


The Eleventh Ordinary General Meeting of British Match 
Corporation, Limited, was held, on May 18, at River Plate 
House, London, E.C. 

Mr. C. E. Bartholomew, O.B.E. (chairman and managing 
director), in the course of his speech, said : Before dealing with 
the accounts I must refer to the loss which we have sustained 
during the year by the death of Mr. Andrew Williamson—a 
man of great personal charm, and of exceptional business experi- 
ence, which was always cheerfully placed at our disposal. He 
was one of those whose personal modesty almost concealed his 
great ability, and the influence which he exerted in a wide 
We have elected Sir Ralph Glyn to fill the vacancy. 


POSITION IN BRAZIL 

Although the year’s revenue does not constitute a record, 
we have liad on the whole a satisfactory year. I must qualify 
this phrase because of the position in Brazil. Our friends in 
that wonderful country have again worked well and successfully, 
but since the sudden constitutional changes of November last, 
no dividends can be remitted. We can only hope that arrange- 
ments will be made by the Brazilian Government in the near 
future to enable those who have invested capital in Brazil to 
receive the very modest profits which the depreciated exchange 
allows them. Only last year I spoke of the improvement in 
Brazilian finances as having lessened our anxieties. Those have 
now been increased once more, 

Our returns from the home trade, and from the British 
Dominions and the Argentine, are almost exactly the same 
as last year, but I must remind you that we have had to suffer 
the National Defence Contribution, as well as the extra 3d. on 
the income tax. ‘These amounts paid by our subsidiary com- 
panies and ourselves total nearly £50,000, and, while we may 
presumably enjoy increased national security, we have no pos- 
sible opportunity of earning extra profits. 

TAXATION CRIPPLING EARNING CAPACITY 

With regard to this year’s further increase in taxation, I will 
only express my fear that even Great Britain may be approach 
ing the point where the high level of taxation will weaken our 
national finances, as it is already reducing our purchasing 
power. The decline in the yield from stamp duties must be 
considered as a red light. Artificially cheap money does not, 
apparently, create much new business. 

Only once before in our history have we had to bear such 
heavy taxation. At that time—1917-1922—money was dear, and 
profits were easily made, the taxpayer could earn 6 per cent 
or more on safe investments, and 3 per cent. or more on his 
deposits with the Bank. Now his limits are about 4 per cent. 
and 1 per cent., respectively, and, when he dies, the State 
takes a heavy capital levy on his savings and spends it on cur- 
rent outlays. I am not a financial expert, but I cannot help 
thinking that we are spending our capital and crippling our 
earning capacity. 

I am as eager as anyone that our defences shall be so strong 
that no one shall dare to attack our homeland, and that our 
voice in favour of peace shall be heard with respect through- 
out the world, but 1 do wonder whether efficient steps are being 
—or, indeed, can be—taken to ensure that some of these many 
millions of expenditure are not being wasted. 

We have been warned in plain language to expect heavier 
burdens next year, and in the year after, and with such a 
prospect your board can scarcely hold out hopes of increasing 
profits. We shall, indeed, account ourselves fortunate if we 
can keep up our present revenues, in view of the growing de- 
mands of taxation, not only here, but in other countries as well 

The report was unanimously adopted, and a resolution was 
passed authorising the conversion of the issued shares into stock.

Recent Reports on Economic 
and Commercial Conditions 


DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE 


Australia. (No. 695.) 


The year showed a betterment in earned income especially from 
abroad, after a prosperous season with a rise in prices of most of 
Australia’s main products. 

Progress in manufacturing industries has been truly remarkable and 
the competition of local industries in the market is very much more 
powerful and more widely diversified than it was before the depression. 
An exhaustive analysis has been made of the import trade and 
“non-competitive” items separated from those which United 
Kingdom firms can supply and which can consequently be regarded 
as ‘‘ competitive.” A summary of this analysis shows that of 
imported goods United Kingdom firms supplied 56 per cent. This 
percentage compares with 584 per cent. and 61 per cent. in the 
preceding years but it is probable that the downward movement has 
been arrested. 

The report also contains in the preface a section on “ Hints for 
Commercial Visitors ” which is designed to be of special service to a 
business man making his first visit to the Commonwealth.

For the first time since August 1935 the value of 
imports last month was less than a year earlier. This 
is doubtless to be attributed in large part, but not 
wholly, to the incidence of the Easter holiday, which 
led to there being two less working days last month 
than in April 1937. Exports and re-exports also 
declined, the fall in re-exports being very marked. 
The decline in value of imports was rather greater than 
that for total exports, and as a result the excess of 
imports over exports of merchandise declined by £1°3 
million to £31:4 million. For the first four months the 
excess of imports rose by £17:1 million to £139°5 
million. 


Imports last month, valued at £73,680,000, were 
£11,196,000 less than in March and £9,325,000 (11 per 
cent.) less than in April 1937. This latter decline was 
primarily in respect of raw materials and manufactured 
articles, imports of food, drink and tobacco declining 
by only £787,000 (2 per cent.). For raw materials th: 
fall amounted to £4,481,000 and for manufactured 
articles to £3,946,000—17 per cent. in each case. 


Exports of United Kingdom goods last month were 
valued at £37,266,000, which was £4,889,000 less than 
in March and £5,761,000 (133 per cent.) less than a 
year ago. The decline in comparison with April 1937 
was shared by all three main classes, manufactured 
articles declining by £4,015,000 (12 per cent.), raw 
materials by £1,155,000 (20 per cent.) and food, drink 
and tobacco by £723,000 (28 per cent.), 


Exports of imported merchandise, valued at 
£5,011,000, were £458,000 less than in March and 
£2,264,000 (31 per cent.) less than the exceptionally 
high figure recorded for April 1937: all classes of re- 
exports declined compared with a year earlier, raw 


materials being less by £1,452,000 (33 per cent.) and 
manufactured articles by £750,000 (39 per cent.). 
Transhipments under bond, which are excluded from 
the records of imports and re-exports, were valued last 
month at £2,656,000, which was £229,000 less than 

in March and £567,000 less than in April 1937. 
Imports of bullion and specie last month amounted 
to £21:4 million, a decline of £9-2 million compared 
with the high figure for March, while exports amounted 
to £11:1 million compared with £15:1 million. The 
excess of imports over exports was thus £10°3 million; 
for the first four months it amounted to £46°7 million 
as compared with £35°7 million in January-April 1937.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The value of the food, 
jrink and tobacco imported during April amounted to 
2991 million, being £5°0 million less than in March 
god £787,000 (2 per cent.) less than in April 1937. 
The principal reductions as compared with a year 
earlier occurred in respect of grain and flour (£968,000, 
o 15 per cent.) and the miscellaneous food group 
(£910,000, or 20 per cent.); increases were shown for 
ipree groups only, namely dairy produce (£1:1 million, 
ot 20 per cent.), tobacco (£541,000, or 109 per cent.) 
and fresh fruit and vegetables (£74,000, or 2 per cent.). 


Ageregate imports of grain and flour last month 
(129 million ewts.) were 12 per cent. less than a year 
srlier. The decrease was due to smaller importations 
of wheat (6°8 as against 7:2 million cwts.) and maize 
31 as against 4°7 million cwts.), a feature being the 
wntinued decline in supplies of these two cereals from 
the Argentine, partly offset by larger imports of wheat 
fom the United States, Australia and the Soviet 
Union and of maize from the United States. Imports 
of barley (1°3 million ewts.) and of wheat meal and 
four (778,000 cwts.) were each larger than in April 
1987. The average values of the wheat and wheat 
meal and flour imported last month declined to 9s. 1d. 
and lls. 7d. per ewt., respectively, the lowest figures 
recorded for over a year; for barley there was a rise 
to 8s. 5d. per ewt., the same as in April last year, 
while the average value of maize remained sub- 
santially unchanged at 6s. 5d. per ewt. as compared 
with 5s. 9d. a year earlier, 


Total imports of meat during April (2,565,000 ewts.) 
vers 7 per cent. smaller than in the same month of 
1937; lamb, beef and bacon all shared in this reduc- 
tion, while there was an increase in respect of mutton. 
The average value of the beef imported showed a con- 
siderable decline from the high figures recorded in Feb- 
nary and March, but remained considerably higher 
than in April last year; that of mutton and lamb con- 
tinued to fall and was about the same as a year 
earlier, while for bacon there was a: further rise to 
£413s. 6d. per ewt., a figure which has only twice been 
exceeded since 1980. 


Mention has already been made of the substantial 
increase as compared with April 1937 in the value of 
mports of dairy produce last month. Imports of 
butter rose by 9 per cent. to 872,000 cwts., cheese by 
{per cent. to 224,000 cwts. and eggs by 1 per cent. 
0 21 million dozen; the average values of the butter 
and cheese imported were appreciably higher than a 
year earlier, and butter also showed an increase iis 
compared with March. 


In the fresh fruit and vegetables group there were 
larger imports of apples, onions and nuts used as fruit, 
vhile a decline in the quantity of tomatoes imported 
Was accompanied by a substantial rise in average 
value; imports of oranges were only about half as great 
a & year ago and those of potatoes declined by nearly 
Sper cent. Cocoa continued to be imported in smaller 
quantities than a year earlier, but imports of tea again 
thowed an increase (from 22°6 to 28°8 million lbs.), 
‘osignments from Ceylon, the Dutch East Indies and 
Kenya being mainly responsible. The average value 
ofthe tea imported (1s. 24d. per lb.) was about the 
sae as a month or a year earlier. The quantity of 
‘aW sugar imported (2,751,000 ewts.) showed a reduc- 
tion of 13 per cent. as compared with April last year 
itd the average value of the imports fell to 7s. 7d. per 
owt., the lowest figure recorded since December 1936. 
Imports of unmanufactured tobacco continued on 1 
substantially larger scale than a year earlier, amount- 
ng last month to 15:2 million lbs. as against 6°2 million 
8. in the previous April; larger consignments from 
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British countries (principally British India and 
Canada) accounted for more than half of this increase. 
The average value of the unmanufactured tobacco im- 
ported in April fell to 1s. 34d. per lb., but was still 1d. 
per lb. more than a year earlier. 


Raw Materials.—Imports during April of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £21,503,000, which was £2,512,000 less than 
in March and £4,481,000 (17 per cent.) less than in 
April of last year. Compared with a year ago, eleven 
of the fourteen groups in this class showed declines, 
the most substantial being for raw cotton, ete. 
(£1,485,000), raw wool, etc. (£1,064,000), oil seeds, 
nuts, ete. (£827,000), wood and timber (£792,000) and 
undressed hides and skins (£728,000). The only im- 
portant increases were recorded for paper-making 
materials (£407,000) and iron ore and scrap (£312,000), 
imports of which have been consistently greater ‘n 
value this year than in 19387. 


The following table gives comparative figures of the 
imports of some leading raw and semi-manufactured 
materials during April and the first four months of this 
year and last. In the case of commodities retained 
imports of which differ widely from total imports, 
figures for retained imports are given in the table. 
Imports of cotton and wool are included in the section 
dealing with textiles.

Manufactured Articles.—The value of imports last 
month of articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
amounted to £19,688,000, being £3,470,000 less than 
in March and £3,946,000 (17 per cent.) less than in 
April 1987. The decline compared with a year ago 
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was widespread, the only two increases being of less 
than one per cent. There was a heavy decline of 
£1,062,000 for non-ferrous metals, other substantial 
reductions being: Machinery (£412,000), leather and 
manufactures (£374,000), paper, cardboard, etc. 
(£290,000) and vehicles (£278,000). 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco last month, valued at £2,368,000, were 
£420,000 less than in March and £723,000 (23 per 
cent.) less than in April 1937. As in previous months 
the principal reduction compared with a year ago was 
in respect of beverages and cocoa preparations 
(£429,000), spirits showing a decline of £369,000. 


Raw Materials.—The value of raw materials and 
articles mainly unmanufactured exported last month 
was £4,481,000, being £447,000 less than in March 
and £1,155,000 (20 per cent.) less than a year ago, 
compared with which period all groups except one 
showed declines. Exports of raw wool, etc., decreased 
by £405,000, non-ferrous ores and scrap by £180,000 
and undressed hides and skins by £117,000. 


Coal exports during April amounted to 2,715,000 
tons, or 251,000 tons less than in March. Compared 
with April 1937 there was a quantitative fall of 527,000 
tons, or 16 per cent., but the accompanying decline 
in the value of exports was only 24 per cent. Ship- 
ments to France, which takes the largest share of our 
exports, fell by 182,000 tons and to Denmark by 91,009 
tons, while other markets showing important declines 
were Belgium (55,000 tons), Sweden (49,000 tons), 
Norway (47,000 tons) and Eire (41,000 tons); the only 
comparable increases were in respect of the Argentine 
(56,000 tons) and Italy (51,000 tons). The average 
value of the coal exported in April—20s. 11d. per ton 
—was the same as in March, this being the highest 
figure recorded since January 1927. 


Coal shipped last month as bunkers for steamers 
engaged in the foreign trade and fishing vessels 
amounted to 845,000 tons, or 81,000 tons less than in 
March; this total represented a fall of 167,000 tons 
(17 per cent.) compared with a year earlier, and was 
the lowest in any month since December 1926, i.e. at 
the time of the coal stoppage. The quantity of oil fuel 
shipped as bunkers last month—22°6 million gallons— 
was 8°5 million gallons less than in March and 43 
million gallons (16 per cent.) less than a year ago. 


Manufactured Articles.—Exports in April of articles 
wholly or mainly manufactured were valued at 
£29,346,000, which was £4,190,000 less than in March 
and £4,015,000 (12 per cent.) less than in April last 
year. Compared with a year ago, the decline was 
common to all but two groups; all the textile groups 
showed very substantial decreases, that for cotton 
yarns and manufactures being £1,744,000, woollen and 
worsted yarns and manufactures £847,000, and manu- 
factures of other textile materials except silk £463,000; 
non-ferrous metals declined by £465,000, chemicals, 
drugs, etc., by £341,000 and iron and steel by 
£420,000, the latter being the first decline recorded for 
the iron and steel group this year. The two increases 
were both substantial, exports of machinery increasing 
in value by £786,000 and those of vehicles by £520,000, 
of which over one-half was in respect of aircraft.

The quantity of iron and steel and manufacture 
thereof imported last month was 61,000 tons (of which 
over 25,000 tons was pig iron from British India), com- 
pared with 88,000 tons in April last year; for the first 
four months of the year, however, imports rose from 
349,000 tons to 878,000 tons. The pronounced fall las 
month as compared with earlier months this year 
shows the effect of the higher duties on iron and steel 
which were re-imposed at the beginning of April. 

Total exports of British iron and steel during Apr! 
amounted to 168,000 tons, compared with 239,000 tons 
in April last year; for the first four months exports 
declined from 886,000 tons to 692,000 tons. For both 
the month and the four months all three main classes 
of iron and steel showed declines. The only principal 
description of iron and steel goods to show an increase 
in both periods was railway material, though for the 
four months as a whole exports of cast pipes and o 
the aggregate of items not separately specified in the 
table also showed increases. 

Imports of machinery imported last month amounted 
to 10,800 tons, compared with 13,200 tons in April 
1937; for the first four months imports were about the 
same as a year earlier. Exports of British machinery 
April amounted to 39,600 tons, an increase of 1,000 
tons over April 1937, there being a substantial decline 
in respect of agricultural tractors but considerable in 
creases for machine tools, cranes, hoists, etc., electrical 
machinery and paper-making, etc., machinery. For 
the first four months 162,600 tons of machinery wert 
exported, compared with 135,300 tons a year earlier. 

Only 302 new private motor cars were imported lat 
month, compared with 1,876 in April 1937. This 
decline is in contrast to the substantial increas 
recorded for earlier months; for the first four month 
of the year there was a reduction from 6,653 to 6, 
in the number of new cars imported. Exports of moto 
cars and chassis in April aggregated 8,991, compare 
with 7,496 a year earlier; new private cars rose by 
1,035 and chassis other than for commercial use by 
379, while chassis solely for commercial use declin 
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py 120. Exports of motor cycles and tricars rose from 
1987 to 2,136. While exports of motor cycles and 
tricars have tended to increase throughout this year, 
for motor cars and chassis exports in the first quarter 
were substantially the same as a year earlier. 

Exports of pedal cycles during both April and the 
frst four months were lower than a year ago, as were 
qiso exports of tyres and tubes, especially those for 
evcles. 

Locomotives and parts exported in April were 500 
tons greater than a year ago, but for the first four 
months there was little change. The value of new ships 
and boats exported both in April and in the four 
mouths was nearly three times as ereat as the verv 
small figures recorded in 1937 and the increase in 
tonnage was even larger. Exports of aircraft have also 
risen substantially throughout this year.

Retained imports. 


Retained imports of raw cotton last month (106-5 
uuillion Ibs.) and for the first four months (510-2 million 
8.) were both about 10 per cent. less than a year 
earlier, According to statistics published by the Liver- 
ol Cotton Association, the deliveries of cotton to mills 
(uring April amounted to 90-7 million lbs., being the 
west for any month since September 1935. For the 
“ur months the total (436 million lbs.) was 17 per cent. 
‘8 than the very high figure for last year. The average 
ilue of the raw cotton imported during April (5-6d. 
vet lb.), while showing little change compared with the 
‘eceding five months, was substantially lower than 
“ae high value of 7-8d. per lb. in April 1937. 

Exports of cotton yarns and piece-goods continued to 
ecline, and both last month and during January to 
April were considerably less than in the corresponding 
period last year. Comparing April 1988 with a year 
“ater, there was a decrease of about one-third in 
“ports of cotton yarns, the largest decline being in 
“sports to the Netherlands; there were appreciable 
Nereases in exports to Australia and Uruguay. The 
tecrease of 50:2 million square yards (30 per cent.) in 
‘ports of cotton piece-goods was distributed over the 
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five main categories and was mainly in shipments to 
British West Africa and India among British countries 
and to Switzerland and the Dutch East Indies among 
foreign countries. 

Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool last 
month (72-1 million lbs.) were appreciably larger than 
a year ago, but for the first four months of the year 
there was a slight decline. The average value of the 
woo! imported has fallen considerably since September 
last (16°6d. per lb.), but last month’s figure (114d. per 
lb.) differs comparatively little from the average values 
recorded for the previous two months. Exports of 
sheep’s and lambs’ wool last month were one-third less 
than a year earlier, while for the first four months they 
fell by over one-half. There were considerable declines 
for both periods in the exports of wool tops, woollen 
and worsted yarns and woollen and worsted tissues. 
The reduction of about one-third in exports of woollen 
and worsted tissues in April was shared by most of the 
principal markets; declines in excess of 200,000 square 
yards were recorded for the United States, New 
Zealand, the Union of South Africa, Canada and the 
Argentine. 

Among other textile materials, there were substantial 
increases for both periods in the imports of raw silk; 
for the first four months the imports, which were 60 per 
cent, greater in quantity than a year earlier, consti- 
tuted a record for this period of the year. On the other 
hand, imports of silk cocoons, waste, ete. continued to 
decline, and retained imports of flax and hemp were 
considerably smaller than a year ago. Retained imports 
of raw jute, which showed a reduction of one-third for 
the first quarter of the year, were somewhat greater in 
April than a year earlier. As regards exports, artificial 
silk tissues showed an appreciable reduction for both 
periods, while for linen and jute piece-goods the reduc- 
tion was more substantial, being mainly due in each 
ease to the marked reduction in exports to the United 
States, the principal market for both classes of goods.

With one unimportant exception there 
was a decline in the value of re-exports of each group 
of manufactured articles, but half the total decline of 
£750,000 (39 per cent.) was in respect of non-ferrous 
metals, re-exports of which decreased by £374,000, 
heavy falls both in quantity and average value being 
recorded in respect of copper, lead and tin. 


DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEA TRADE 
FIRST QUARTER OF 1938 


The April issue of the ‘‘ Accounts relating to Trade 
ad Navigation of the United Kingdom’ contains 
tables showing the value of our external trade with 
ndividual countries during the first quarter of 1938 
vhich enable the customary quarterly survey to be 
made of the geographical distribution of the trade 
yetween the United Kingdom and other countries. 

In considering the changes in percentage distribu- 
tion shown below, it must be remembered that these 
details are based on the aggregate value of trade as 
tually recorded during the several periods under 
vview, and do not take any account either of changes 
1 these aggregate values or of variations in volume 
i trade consequent upon alterations in price level. 
Thus, total imports in the first three months of 1938 
nereased by 6} per cent. compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1937, but when the effect of price 
‘hanges is eliminated the increase in volume was 4 per 
ent., average values in the aggregate having risen by 
bout 24 per cent. For exports of United Kingdom pro- 
uce there was a slight decline in declared value, but 
owing to a rise of 84 per cent. in average values, exports 
were 8 per cent. smaller in volume than in the first 
quarter of 19387. or re-exports a fall of 16 per cent. in 
recorded value resulted largely from a decline of 94 per 
ent. in average values, the volume decreasing by only 
Tper cent. Between 1929 and 1938 there was a sub- 
stantial decline in prices. It must, however, be empha- 
sised that these changes in price level relate to imports 
nd exports, respectively, as a whole, and not to trade 
ith individual countries or groups of countries, in 
respect of which the price variation is, of course, depen- 
ient on the make-up of the trade actually carried on. 

It should also be noted that in the published returns 
the particulars in respect of Turkey are now shown as 
ne total, whereas in 1929 separate figures were shown 
‘or European and Asiatic Turkey. For purposes of com- 
parability the particulars for both portions of Turkey 
‘or 1929 have been ageregated and the totals included 
rith Europe in the Continental distribution.

The proportion of our nice consigned from British 
‘ountries last quarter was appreciably less than in the 
corresponding period of 1987, the large increase in 
imports from the United States tending to reduce the 


proportionate shares of other countries. For each 
Dominion except Hire and Canada, however, an in- 
crease was recorded, the decline in the aggregate share 
of British countries being mainly due to substantial 
reductions for India and the Colonial Empire; the 
latter resulted from a heavy fall in respect of British 
West Africa, which was partly offset by a substantial 
increase for British Malaya. 

Compared with the first quarter of 1929, there was 
a substantial rise in the proportion of our imports com- 
ing from British countries, particularly from Canada 
and Australia. Declines occurred in respect of only five 
of the British areas distinguished in the tables, the 
most important being for Eire and the Union of South 
Africa. 

For the first time in any quarter, apart from the 
second half of 1926 when exports to foreign countries 
were greatly affected by the coal stoppage, British coun- 
tries took in the first quarter of 1938 more than half the 
total exports of United Kingdom produce and manufac- 
tures. While each Dominion except Eire shared in the 
increase compared with a year earlier, the increase was 
primarily in exports to Australia, whose proportion rose 
from 6-54 to 8-59 per cent; of the remaining British 
countries separately specified, only British West Africa 
and Burma showed declines. 

Compared with the first quarter of 1929, the propor- 
tion of our domestic exports consigned to the Empire 
showed a substantial increase, notwithstanding a fall 
from 11-26 to 7-57 per cent. in the share of India, ex- 
eluding Burma. The Union of South Africa recorded 
a rise which more than counterbalanced this decrease, 
and Australia and New Zealand also increased their 
shares considerably. The Colonial Empire showed a 
substantial general rise affecting each area except Hong 
Kong and West Africa; the unspecified colonies in 
Europe, Asia and Africa doubled their proportions. 

The re-export trade consists largely of a re-distribu- 
tion of Empire produce to foreign countries, and the 
proportion taken by British countries, which is conse- 
quently small, showed a general rise last quarter to 
18:08 per cent. from the very low figure of 13-99 per 
eent. recorded a year earlier, due mainly to the larger 
re-exports to Eire. Compared with the corresponding 























quarter of 1929, changes were comparatively small.

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Imports.—The proportion of our imports consigned 
from North and Central America last quarter rose 
sharply to 26:99 per cent., compared with 21-49 per 
cent. a year earlier. This increase was mainly 
accounted for by the rise in imports from the United 
States already referred to, though there was also a 
substantial increase in the proportion received from the 
Dutch West Indies; the United States share rose from 
10-34 to 15-27 per cent. For Oceania, etc., there was 
also an increase, extending in this case to each division 
specified, while the third increase compared with a year 
earlier was recorded for Europe, reversing the down- 
ward movement which had been shown by the figures 
for the first quarter of each year from 1932 to 1937. 
The rise for Europe was mainly in respect of the 
Northern Huropean countries, in particular Sweden, 
Finland and Norway, while Spain, the Soviet Union 
and Eire showed the principal declines. Of the three 
continents contributing a smaller share to our import 
trade than a year earlier, South America showed the 
greatest decrease, shared by each of the principal coun- 
tries concerned, but due primarily to a reduction from 
8:55 to 4-64 per cent. in the proportion consigned from 
the Argentine. The decrease for Africa was due to 
important falls for the West African colonies and 
Egypt, while among Asiatic countries increases in 
respect of British Malaya, Ceylon and the Dutch East 
Indies were more than offset by decreases for the other 
divisions specified, in particular for India. 


In comparison with the first quarter of 1929, the 
most significant features were the largely increased 
share of our imports provided by Oceania, etc., notably 
Australia, and the decline in respect of Europe, due to 
falls for Kire, Germany, Denmark and all the Western 
European countries. For North and Central America 
a large increase in respect of Canada outweighed a fall 
for the United States, while Asia also showed a rise, 
due mainly to the British possessions in that continent. 
South America and Africa provided smaller proportions 
of our import trade than in the first quarter of 1929, 
the countries principally responsible for the declines 
being the Argentine and the Union of South Africa. 


Exports of United Kingdom goods.—As compared 
with the first quarter of 1937, there was a considerable 
decline in the proportion of our domestic exports con- 
signed to North and Central America; the share taken 
by the United States fell from 7°39 to 4:11 per cent., 
but little change was shown for the other divisions cf 
the continent specified. For Oceania, etc., an appre- 
ciable all-round increase was recorded, the rise for 
Australia being particularly important. An increase 
for Asia was due to the larger shares consigned to India 
and the principal British possessions concerned; these 
were, however, offset to some extent by substantial 
reductions for China and Japan. The increase in the 
share taken by South America was accounted for 
mainly by a rise in respect of the Argentine. There 
was no appreciable change in the proportion of our 
exports consigned to Africa, a large fall in respect of 
the West African colonies being balanced by increases 
for most of the other divisions of Africa specified. 
There was also no appreciable change in the share 
taken by Europe, falls for France and Belgium in 
particular contrasting with substantial rises for the 
Soviet Union, Italy and Spain. 


In comparison with the first quarter of 1929, the 
changes in the continental distribution of our domestic 
export trade were more marked. The substantial 
decrease in respect of Asia was due to the smaller pro- 
portions taken by India, China and Japan, while in 
North and Central America large falls were recorded 
for both the United States and Canada. The reduction 
in the share of South America wag common to each 
part of the continent specified, though Brazil was the 
country mainly concerned. Of the increases compared 
with the first quarter of 1929, the greatest—that for 
Africa—was due entirely to the British parts of the

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continent, in particular the Union of South Afric, 
whose share has nearly doubled in the interval. ]) 
Oceania, etc., Australia and New Zealand both took 
considerably larger shares, while the net increase jp 
respect of Europe was due to rises for Denmark, 
Poland and all the Northern European countries oyt. 
weighing declines for every other country specified 
except Portugal. 


Re-exports.—The principal changes in the cop. 
tinental distribution of our re-exports, as compared 
with the first quarter of 1937, were an appreciable rise 
in the proportion taken by Europe and a corresponding 
fall in respect of North and Central America. The 
former increase was almost general, the countries 
mainly concerned being the Soviet Union, Hire anj 
France, but the latter decrease was due entirely to , 
reduction from 20°22 to 10°34 per cent. in the share 
taken by the United States. Compared with the first 
quarter of 1929, the proportion of our re-exports con. 
signed to the Soviet Union rose from 1:46 to 20:34 per 
cent., while there was a decrease from 23°88 to 10-46 
per cent. in respect of Germany and from 16°24 + 
10°34 per cent. for the United States.

PIG IRON: RE-IMPOSITION OF DUTY 


The Treasury have issued on the recommendation of 
the Import Duties Advisory Committee the Import 
Duties (Exemptions) (No. 2) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 
1938, No. 478), and the Additional Import Duties 
(No. 5) Order, 1938 (S.R. & O., 1938, No. 479), pro- 
viding for the removal from the Free List of pig iron, 
with the exception of certain special qualities, and for 
the charge of a total duty of 331 per cent., with effect 
from 13 May 1938.

THe ComMirrer’s Report 


In their Report the Committee state that, following 
the imposition of a duty of 33} per cent. in 1932, the 
demand for pig iron was adequately met from home

than of special qualities) from the Continent ceased 
At the beginning of last year the demand for pig iro, 
was in excess of the supplies available from thx 
country and other parts of the Empire and, with , 
view to facilitating purchases from foreign countries 
pig iron was added to the Free List on 3 March 1937 
By the end of the year imports totalling approximately 
395,000 tons had been obtained from foreign countries. 
of which 210,000 tons came from the United States 
82,000 tons from Belgium and 42,000 tons from 
France, while 215,000 tons were drawn from India and 
35,000 tons from Canada. The home production jy 
1937 amounted to 8,300,000 tons, being the highest 
for many years, and more than double the productioy 
in any of the years 1931 to 1933. The position has 
now been reached when home productive capacity. 
together with the Empire supplies available, is again 
adequate to meet both the present and the foreseeable 
demand. With some slackening of demand and the 
coming into existence of stocks of pig iron, both im. 
ported and home produced, the number of furnaces in 
blast, which was 117 on 31 March 1937, and rose 
135 in November, had fallen to 118 on 81 March o! 
this year, and the number of unemployed workers, 
which was 1,822 a year ago and 1,436 in November 
last, was 1,915 in March of this year. 


The Committee state that, in their view, a continua- 
tion of imports would seriously embarrass the industry, 
particularly that section engaged in the production of 
foundry pig iron. Continental quotations have fallen 
very rapidly, and, whereas during the greater part 0! 
last year imported material was dearer than the home 
product, supplies are now being offered at prices below 
the costs of production in this country. The Com- 
mittee state that they are satisfied that the present 
British prices are reasonable, and that the industry 
has made, and is stilt making, rapid advances in 
efficiency and production. 


The Committee’s recommendation does not extend 
to pig iron smelted wholly with charcoal and vanadium 
titanium pig iron, or to pig iron containing cobalt, and 
these special types remain on the Free List.

ELECTRIC LAMPS AND ELECTRIC 
APPLIANCES FOR STRAITS SETTLEMENTS

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN APRIL 

The British Iron and Steel Federation report that 661,00 
tons of pig iron were produced in April, as compared with 
714,600 tons in March, 680,700 tons in April 1937, and a 
monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. The April output 
included 145,400 tons of hematite, 380,500 tons of basic, 
105,400 tons of foundry and 17,000 tons of forge pig iron. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of April numbered 11], as 
compared with 118 and 121 a month and a year earlier. 


The April production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 938,600 tons, compared with 1,115,800 tons in 
March, 1,080,400 tons in April 1937, and a monthly average 
of 638,600 tons in 1913.

Imports of merchandise in February 1938 amounted to 
fstg.9,020,000, as compared with £stg.6,134,000 in February 
1937, an increase of £stg.2,886,000 (47-0 per cent.), states 
the Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra. Exports of mer- 
thandise were valued at £stg.10,314,000, as compared with 
fatg.12,591,000, a decrease of £Lstg.2,277,000 (18-1 per cent.). 

Imports of merchandise for the first eight months of the 
trade year 1937-88 were valued at £stg.74,910,000, as com- 
pared with £stg.59,423,000 for the first eight months of 
1936-37, an increase of £stg.15,487,000 (26-1 per cent.). Ex- 
ports of merchandise were valued at £Lstg.73,527,000, as com- 
pared with £stg.75,841,000, a decrease of Lstg.2,314,000 
(31 per cent.). 

BaLaNnce oF TRADE 


The commodity balance of trade in February 1938 was 
favourable to the extent of £stg.1,294,000, as compared with 
afavourable balance of £stg.6,457,000 in February 1937. 
Including bullion and specie, the favourable balance in 
February 1938 was £stg.2,300,000, as compared with a 
favourable balance of £stg.6,995,000 in February 1937.

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN MARCH 


The trade returns of British India for March 1938, as com- 
pared with the preceding month, showed increases in the 
values of imports, exports and re-exports, states a press note 
forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta for the 
Director-General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics.

Imports of cotton twist 
and yarn, amounting to 2-2 million lbs., valued at Rs. 20 
lakhs, showed an increase of 0-6 million lbs. in quantity and 
of Rs. 3 lakhs in value, as compared with February. Cotton 
piece-goods rose from 42-9 to 64:0 million yards in 
quantity and trom Rs, 84 lakhs to Rs. 1,25 lakhs in value. 
Imports of motor cars and motor lorries, buses and vans 
numbered 1,430 and 1,349, valued at Rs. 29 lakhs and Rs. 18 
lakhs, in March, as compared with 935 and 1,674, valued at 
Rs. 19 lakhs and Rs, 21 Jakhs, respectively, in the preceding 
month. There were increases under electrical instruments 
(+ Rs. 11 lakhs), machinery and millwork (+ Rs. 52 lakhs), 
and iron and steel (+ Rs. 16 lakhs).

VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with February 1938 exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in March increased by Rs. 31 lakhs to Rs. 2,15 
lakhs.

CON DITIONS 


San Juan 
The slump which occurred in July and August last did 
not affect to any great extent the volume of business in the 
second six months of 1937, and the year closed with very 
satisfactory results to commercial undertakings, industry 
and agriculture. 
On the other hand, 1938 started under rather unsettled 
conditions, which have in a measure dimmed the outlook 
A strike of the dock workers of all the Island paralysed ship- 
ping completely from 1 January to 11 February, and caused 
a considerable dislocation of trade, to the extent that 
normal conditions have not so far been re-established. 
There seem to’ be enough constructive factors, however, to 
anticipate a fairly strong undertone, but because of th 
poor start mentioned the general level in 1938 is likely to 
he somewhat below that of 1937, which was exceptionally 
good in practically all lines of trade. 
CURRENCY AND FINANCE 
All shipments that arrived after 3 January were held u.- 
loaded on steamers in harbour or returned to ports of ship- 
inent on account of the dock workers’ strike. In conse 
quence, drafts against such shipments were not paid. On 
the other hand, drafts against shipments unloaded prior to 
the strike, which in many instances had been rejected for 
some reason or other, were promptly honoured, thus tené- 
ing to clear up old bills that were in the banks’ portfolios. 
As these goods were promptly disposed of and inventories 
depleted, the situation of many firms who were heavily 
stocked was made easier. The turnover of retailers, hov- 
ever, suffered a decrease of some consequence, but collec- 
tions generally did not drop to any very noticeable extent 
and credit was maintained. 


AGRICULTURE 


While some mills deferred starting operations until the 
strike situation was clarified, the greater part of them begat 
their season as usual, from 6 to 15 January, storing their 
produce in their own warehouses for removal when shippitg 
facilities were resumed. The congestion that ensued has 
now been relieved. The sugar industry, outside of a delay 
of about 50 days in exporting their produce, did not, there 
fore, suffer very much; but growers of small crops, such 
as cucumbers, etc., of which relatively large quantities find 
a good market in New York, if shipped early in winter, 
were put to very heavy loss, since their produce was perish- 
able and there was no market for such large quantities 


locally. 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 


The construction of buildings, which fell off in January 
and the early part of February owing to the shortage % 
materials, is again in full swing, and it appears that capita! 
is still readily available for this form of investment.

FINANCE ACT, 1938—SECTION 10 


ReEeAYMENT OF Customs Dury on Goops Imported In PuR- 
SUANCE OF A CONTRACT OF SALE AND RETURNED BY THE 
IMPORTER TO THE FOREIGN SELLER. 

1. Law.-—Section 10 of the Finance Act, 1933, provides 
that, subject to such conditions as the Commissioners may 
prescribe, Customs duty may be repaid in certain cases on 
defective goods imported in pursuance of a contract of sale 
and returned by the importer to the foreign seller. In 
order to establish a title to repayment of duty it must be 
proved that the goods :— 

(1) were imported in pursuance of a contract of sale; 

(2) were found to be not in accordance with the con- 
tract by reason of being of the wrong description, 
quality, state or condition, or to have been damaged 
in transit ; 

(3) have not been used; and 

(4) are returned by the importer to the foreign seller 
with his consent and for that purpose are entered before 
shipment. 

The above section does not apply to goods imported on 
approval ‘ on sale or return ’”’ or other similar terms, e.g. 
on consignment for sale. 


ACTION BY ImporteR Prior to PACKING 


2. Bond.---The law places on the importer the burden of 
proof that the goods in respect of which repayment of duty 
is claimed have been duly exported. Accordingly the 
importer himself must enter into bond in a penalty not less 
than the amount of the claim as security for the due ex- 
portation of the goods for return to the seller, and for 
compliance with such conditions as the Commissioners may 
impose for the protection of the Revenue. 


THE 


Applications for bonds should be addressed to the local 
Officer of Customs and Excise. 


3. Pre-entry and Notice to Pack.—The importer must 
prepare both the original and duplicate copies of the appro- 
priate form of shipping bill, i.e. No. 102 (Sale) for exporta- 
tion by ship, and No. 103 (Sale) for exportation by post. 
The forms are obtainable either from H.M. Stationery Office 
or from any agent for the sale of Customs forms. 

[ixcept as provided in paragraph 11, both copies of the 
shipping bill, together with the import invoice for the goods 
(or a copy thereof signed by the claimant) must be sent to 
the local Officer of Customs and Excise so as to reach him 
at least 48 hours before the goods are to be packed for 
exportation. Specifications must not be lodged in respect 
of goods entered on the shipping bill. The evidence referred 
to in paragraph 7 must be available for the Officer’s inspec- 
tion before packing commences. 


4. Persons who may sign shipping bills.—The declaration 
on the shipping bill should be signed by the person giving 
bond, or by his clerk or agent duly authorised by him in 
writing for the purpose. Forms of authority are provided 
for use in the latter cases Where the bond is 
given by a private company or firm the shipping bill or the 
Certificate of Authority should be signed by one of the 
partners; where the bond is given by a limited company, a 
director or the secretary should sign. Where the goods are 
covered by a general bond, authority for a clerk or agent 
to act under the bond should be given on Form C. and E. 
No. 2. Where they are covered by an ordinary bond, the 


see below. 
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authority should be given on Form C, and E. No. 61. These 
forms of Authority may be obtained on application at the 
local Customs and Excise office. 


5. Further action required in certain cases.—(1) In all 
cases where the goods themselves are eligible for payment 
of Customs drawback and the invoice was officially certified 
on importation, the invoice must be noted by the importer, 
with particulars of the repayment claimed. Corresponding 
entries must be made in the stock accounts as though the 
goods were exported on drawback. 


(2) Where a Materials Certificate has been issued in 
respect of the goods showing them to be eligible for Customs 
drawback, the Record of Certificates and Materials kept by 
the importer must be suitably noted. Where the goods have 
been returned to the importer after delivery to another 
trader in this country, the importer’s Record of Certificates 
and Materials must show the quantity so returned and the 
certificate number as though it were a new receipt; the dis- 
posal columns must show that the goods are returned to the 
foreign seller. In all cases the certificate must be noted by 
the importer with particulars of the goods returned to the 
seller abroad. 


(3) If the goods are of a kind eligible on importation for 
issue of a Materials Certificate but the importer has not re- 
quested such a certificate, he must note the shipping bill 
with the words ‘‘ No Materials Certificate was issued for 
these goods.”’ 


6. Facilities to be provided.-—The importer must produce 
the goods and provide all necessary facilities for their 
examination by the officer at the place of packing, and for 
plombing or sealing the packages. He must also provide the 
identifying labels and address cards which will be attached 
to the packages. 


7. Evidence of title to repayment of duty.—-The importer 
must produce to the Officer all books, correspondence and 
other documents necessary to establish his claim to entitle- 
ment to repayment of duty.

8. Dispatch of goods. Cards to be affixed.—The im- 
porter, if required by the Officer examining the goods, must 
secure each package with tape or wire in such a manner 
that after being sealed by the Officer the package cannot be 
opened without breaking the tape or wire, and seal. 


The importer must affix an address card to each package 
to be dispatched, in a conspicuous position as close as pos- 
sible to the shipping marks, and each package is to be 
legibly marked ‘‘'To be produced to the Officer of Customs 
and Excise before shipment.”’ 


If the goods are not shipped by the vessel named on the 
shipping bill an immediate request in writing to alter the 
name of the vessel should be made to the Officer of the 
Export Station by the importer or his agent. 


9. Procedure on exportation by post.—Repayment of 
duty is allowable under the conditions set out in this Notice 
in respect of goods dispatched by the Parcel Post, ‘‘ Green 
Label”? Letter Post, Insured Box Post, or Small Packets 
Post. In addition to following the procedure described in 
the foregoing paragraphs the importer must affix to each 
parcel, close to the address, a label ‘‘ Exported under 
Revenue control’? (Form C. & E, No. 83). Packages for ex- 
portation by the Letter or Small Packets Post must also 
bear a green Post Office Label (C.1.). 


The certificate of posting on the original shipping bill 
(Form No. 103 (Sale) ) must be filled up ready for signature 
and the importer must deliver the parcels with the form at 
the Post Office. When the certificate of posting has been 
completed by the signature of the Officer of the Post Office, 
the document is to be returned to the Officer who attended 
the packing of the goods. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


10. Repayment of Duty.—Repayment of duty will be 
made by the Collector of Customs and Excise at the port of 
importation of the goods. Claimants are advised that any 
failure to comply with the directions in this Notice may 
prevent payment of the claim. 


11. Claims presented at Export Station—Where the im- 
porter so desires, the claim for repayment of duty may be

presented and the goods examined at the Export Station 
but where the goods are subject to restriction or prohibition 
outwards the claim must in the first place be presented iy 
the Long Room at the port of shipment. In such cases the 
following procedure is to be adopted :—

ment or in the Customs and Excise Collection in which 
the trader’s premises are situated. 


(b) The shipping bill in duplicate conspicuously 
headed ‘‘Goods to be examined at the port of ship- 
ment,’’ together with the documentary evidence in sup- 
port of the claim, is to be presented to the Officer at 
the Export Station or in the Long Room (see above) in 
sufficient time to permit the examination of the goods 
and of the evidence before shipment.

MARKING OF COTTON TOWELS 
TOWELLING 
The following instructions have been issued recently by 
the Commonwealth Customs Authorities under the Com- 
merce (Imports) Regulations : 


AND 


“ Attention is invited to the fact that towels are being 
imported with marking applied by stamping in colours which 
are easily removable by washing in cold water. 

“In instances where marking is applied directly to towels 
by stamping, such marking should be done either with 
colours Which are indelible or with colours of such a degree 
of fastness that the marking will be removable only by the 
usual domestic washing, i.e. with use of hot water and soap. 

‘In cases where marking is applied by means of fabric 
labels such labels should be sewn to the goods permanently. 
The marking should not be accepted if the labels are merely 
tacked on. They should be sewn on by machine along all 
four sides of labels. 

“Marking applied by means of gummed labels is not to 
be accepted. 

‘1 is desired that particular attention be given to cotton 
towels and towelling imported in order to ensure that Com- 
merce Act requirements are fully complied with. 

“Tn view of the changes in general practice that may be 
involved, importers may be given a reasonable period of 
grace to enable suitable arrangements to be made with 
suppliers.””

TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRY INTO THE GLASS 
INDUSTRY 


The Board of ‘Trade have received a copy of a Resolution 
issued in the Department of Commerce on 16 April 1938, 
the text of which is reproduced below :— 


No. 458-T. (1).—In their Commerce Department Resolu- 
tion No, 458-T. (4), dated the 22nd June 1935, the Govern- 
ment of India announced that they were unable to accept 
the finding of the Indian Tariff Board in favour of the 
protection of the Glass Industry owing to the absence at 
that time of indigenous supplies of essential raw materials 
ot which one of the most important is soda ash. In antici- 
pation of this deficiency being made good within the next 
few years by the proposed manufacture of soda ash at 
Khewra, no final decision was taken on the claim for protec- 
tion, but it was decided in the meantime to afford to the 
glass manufacturing industry a certain measure of relief 
by way of rebate of the duty on imported soda ash. This 
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concession was sanctioned for a period of three years at the 
end of which period if it appeared that a prima facie case 
for protection then existed it was intended to make a 
further reference to the Tariff Board. 


2. The production of soda ash on a commercial scale has 
not yet developed either at Khewra or elsewhere in India. 
The concession sanctioned in 1935 is due to expire in June 
1938, and no prima facie case yet exists for a further refer- 
ence to the Tariff Board. It appears, however, that there 
is still some possibility of the production of indigenous soda 
ash on a commercial scale being undertaken, and the Govern- 
ment of India have accordingly decided to extend the exist- 
ing concession to the glass industry for a further period. 


3. The arrangements announced in paragraph 5 of the 
Resolution, dated the 22nd June, 1935, already referred to 
are therefore being continued for a further period of two 
years or (if this is earlier) until the Government of India 
are satisfied that soda ash in commercial quantities is being 


produced in India. The situation will then be further 
reviewed. 
CYPRUS 
EXEMPTION FROM IMPORT DUTY 


Supplement No. 3 to the ‘‘ Cyprus Gazette’’ of 29 April 
1938 contains a copy of Order-in-Council No. 1786, the text 
of which is reproduced below : 

1. This Order may be cited as the Import Duty (Goods 
and Materials for Oil Exploration) Exemption Order, 1938. 

2. From and after the 29th day of April 1938 all stores, 
equipment, goods and materials whether directly imported 
into the Colony by or consigned from a bonded warehouse 
in the Colony to the hoider of an exploration licence for 
the time being in force granted under the provisions of the 
Mines Regulations (Amendment) Law, 1938, and proved to 
the satisfaction of the Comptroller to be solely required for 
use by the holder of such licence for oil exploration pur- 
poses in accordance with the terms of such licence or for 
transportation purposes in connection therewith, or for the 
equipment of any offices, houses, hospitals and other build- 
ings used by such holder in connection therewith shall be 
admitted into the Colony free from all import duties : 


Provided that the holder of the licence shall, at the time

(a) make and sign a declaration in the form in the

AGREEMENT 


In accordance with Article 19 of the United Kingdom- 
Eire Trade Agreement signed at London on 25 April 1938, 
it has now been agreed with the Government of Eire that 
the Agreement shall be regarded as having come into force 
on 19 May 1938. 

In connection therewith, the Treasury, under the 
authority of sub-section (4) of Section 2 of the Eire (Con- 
firmation of Agreements) Act, 1938, have issued the United 
Kingdom-Kire Trade Agreement (Commencement) Order, 
1938, dated 17 May 1938 (S.R. and O., 1938, No. 510), the 
effect of which is to include the Agreement among the Agree- 
ments in Part 1 of the First Schedule to the Ottawa Agree- 
ments Act, 1932, and to repeal sub-section (3) of Section 2 
of that Act, as from 19 May 1938. 


TRADE 


The duty changes affecting Eire goods imported into the 
United Kingdom and United Kingdom goods imported into 
Eire, which become effective on 19 May 1938 as a result of 
the coming into force of the Trade Agreement, are sum- 
marised below. 

For. convenience of comparison the previous Preferential 
and the existing Full Rates of duty are shown for the goods 
covered by the Schedules under 4, 5 and 6. 


1. Goods grown, produced or manufactured in and con- 
signed from Eire which at the time the Agreement came 
into force were free of duty or liable to duty only under 
the Import Duties Act, 1932, or under Section 1 of the 
Ottawa Agreements Act, 1932, will be accorded entry free 
of Customs duty into the United Kingdom. 


2. In respect of United Kingdom goods imported into 
Eire, the minimum charge of Customs duty will be reduced 
from 2s. 6d. to 1s., the stamp duty on Customs entries for 
non-dutiable goods will be repealed and the Post Office 
delivery fee of 6d. per parcel in respect of parcels of non- 
dutiable goods will be abolished. The minimum charge for 
package duty on United Kingdom goods will be reduced 
from 2d. to 1d., and exemption from package duty will be 
accorded to packages containing United Kingdom goods 
which are either imported as part of personal baggage or are 
gifts sent through the post or are post parcels not made 
up of internal packages or, if made up of internal packages, 
do not contain more than six such internal packages. 


3. Entry free of Customs duty is conventionalised for the 
following classes of United Kingdom goods.

Olive oil imported for public consumption requires a 
licence from the ‘‘ National Olive Oil Board’’; refined or 
crude olive oil for packing preserved fish must be imported 
through the ‘‘ Instituto Portugués de Conservas de Peixe”’ 
or under a licence issued by that Institute; while olive oil 
for refining may be imported by the refinery. Groundnut 
oil for public consumption is subjected to a special tax in- 
tended to bring the price up to the minimum at which olive 
oil ¢an profitably be sold.

H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, under 
| the terms of a Decision of the Ministry of Agriculture and

VERIFICATION OF EXPORT PRICES 

H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded the 


following translation of instructions sent to the Committees 
for the Verification of — Prices by the Foreign Ex- 
change Committee of the National Bank of Roumania, as 
published in the local press of 17 April 1938: 


For the estimation of the price of products for export 
the Committees for the Verification of Export Prices, in 
their examination of prices, are to take account, in the 
first place, of the prices in the countries of destination of 
the merchandise exported. For this purpose they are to 
consult the official quotations or the respective markets or 
exchanges and also to take into consideration the contracts 
and documents presented to them by the exporters. 


In the case where official quotations of markets or ex- 
changes in the countries of destination are entirely lacking 
the Committees may make use of trade publications 
(speciality publications) as well as of any other matter which 
may help to establish the current prices in the markets of 
the respective goods exported. 


The Committees may also ask the advice of the Special 
Committee (working under the Ministry of National 
Economy) for the organisation, encouragement and guidance 
of exports. 


Contracts or documents written or telegraphic which are 
not deposited with the local committee for the Verification 
of Export Prices within a term of five days from their 
date, for the purpose of verification and approval, shall be 
presumed to be falsifications. 


For the purpose of judging the quality of the goods the 
Committees may have recourse in the case of need to analyses 
carried out in the State laboratories.

Statistical Year Book, 1938, of the International Tin Research 
and Development Council. 


The 1938 edition of the Statistical Year Book of the Inter- 
national Tin Research and Development Council, compiled by 
the Council’s statistical office at the Hague, has just appeared. 
With the help of this Year Book we may follow the progress 
of tin mining in any part of the world from the beginning of 
the industry until the present time. British Malaya, for 
example, has increased its mine output from about 7,000 tons 
in 1870 to a record of 77,542 tons in 1937. The Cornish 
industry, on the other hand, produced over 10,000 tons in 
1870, but less than 2,000 tons in 1937. The book also contains 
a complete history in figures of the International Tin Control 
scheme. 

Among the new features in this year’s edition is a 
chart arranged in the style of a genealogical table, by means 
of which tin may be traced from the form in which it leaves 
the smelter through all the processes to which it is subjected, 
to the numerous applications in which it is finally used. The 
Year Book gives statistics for all the industries which consume 
tin, including tinplate and canning, solder, bearing metals, 
bronze, collapsible tubes, tinfoil and pewter. It is estimated 
that the world now uses 65,000 tons of tin annually for tin- 
plate manufacture, 30,000 tons for solder, 12,000 to 15,000 
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tons for bearing alloys, 10,000 to 12,000 tons for collapsible 
tubes, 9,000 to 11,000 tons for bronze, 5,000 to 6,000 tons for 
tinfoil and 2,000 tons for pewter. The quantity of tin used 
for foil is considerably smaller than the amount so used ten 
years ago, but in most other industries, particularly in tin- 
plate and canning, the consumption of tin is increasing. 

The Year Book is illustrated by a large number of graphs, 
one of which represents the annual average price of tin over 
a period of nearly seventy years, and clearly shows variations 
analogous to trade cycles, with a general trend upwards. 
Those interested in the development of foreign markets will 
find comprehensive statistics of international trade in tin and 
all its products, the quantities imported and exported by each 
country being given in full detail by origin and destination. 

Tin being a commodity that is largely concerned either 
directly or indirectly with our daily lives, the statistics in the 
Year Book form a guide to economic conditions in the world 
as a whole, as well as in each individual country. The book 
contains 200 pages, size 21 cm. by 26 cm., and may be 
obtained from the Statistical Office of the International Tin 
Research and Development Council at Prinsessegracht 21, The 
Hague, price 2.70 francs, post free.

‘“* Tobacco Intelligence,’’ the first number of which has just 
been issued by the Imperial Economic Committee, is a quar- 
terly publication designed to supply a regular service oi in- 
formation on tobacco production, consumption and trade. 

In 1937, over 182 million lbs. of tobacco went into the 
cigarettes, pipe tobacco, cigars, etc., manufactured in the 
United Kingdom for home consumption and Empire tobacco 
accounted for 24 per cent. of this total. Growers in India, 
Canada, Southern Rhodesia and Nyasaland, supplying most 
of this Empire tobacco, want to know how their competitors, 
Empire and foreign, are faring. ‘‘ Tobacco Intelligence ”’ 
therefore provides news about the crops in India, Canada, 
Southern Rhodesia, Nyasaland and the United States, and 
the export movement of tobacco from these countries. 

Consumption in the United Kingdom is fully analysed. <A 
special article shows that 1937 was in almost every respect 
a record year for the country’s tobacco trade. The progress 
made by Empire growers in the United Kingdom market 
should give them satisfaction. The use of Empire leaf for 
home consumption last year was considerably larger than 
ever before, both quantitatively and as a percentage of the 
total consumption.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied mature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
itions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing ; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
tt., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
tatistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
rigin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
tlar Invoices; shipping and transport, etc.

METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but 
it is generally advisable to communicate in the first in- 
stance with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required 
is frequently already in the possession of the Department, 
and the delay involved in communicating with the officers 
abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should the informa- 
tion required not be available in London, the Department 
will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.

EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guaran- 
tees may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, 
or company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, 
and the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, 
i.e. wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the 
United Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on pay- 
ment of a small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of con- 
tract is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has 
shown that in such cases negotiations are greatly facili- 
tated by the Department’s guarantees. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
